Tho 9Iftnmorpluis<M of a Bust. 


English sculptors are not half up to 


date, perhaps because our fewer polit- 
ical changes have not sharpened their 
wits. The Parisians are just now laugh- 
ing at the vicissitudes of a bust of Lonia 
XIV over the colonnade on tho east side 
of the Lonvra. 
When Pemuilr. erected 


the colonnade, the bust whs nu oxacl 
likeness of tho "Roi Soleil," but under 
tho first empire the official sculptor 
chipped off the flowing wig and pared 
the nose down to the Napoleonic pro- 
portions. 
When the Bourbons oauie 


back, tho wig waa replaced and the 
necessary hniup put on the nose, but 
both were removed during the hundred 
days.
